Privat«1 Gagg's grandfather fought
through the Civil War. His father was
for many year;; a member of the 27th
Regiment, N. G. N. Y.
Private Gagg had only just completed

a fnin year term of enlistment in the
Marine « orps when war became im¬
minent. He joined the 16th Infantry
the day before war was declared. In
a letter recently received, he says that
iie has six wounds and is "perfectly
happy." These wounds include a ma¬
chine Run bullet, in the chest, and
shrapnel gashes in the arms and leg*.

Private William R. McConnell, 26th
Infantry, lulled in action, is the sixth
member of the Princeton faculty to
give his life for liis country. Until
war ramo Private McConnell was pro-
fessor of Spanish at the institution.
Ho went, to France as a war worker
or the Y. M. C. A., but. could not stand
he life of a non-combatant and en-

list.ed last spring.
Captain Harry L. Shipps, 309th In¬

fantry, seriously wounded, lived at
Bordcntown, X. J., and is a. graduate
of the Military Academy there. He re-
ceived his commission after a course
of training at Port Myer. He arrived
in France last Juno on his twenty-
sixth birthday.
Lieutenant Clifford W. Henry, K>2d

Infantry, seriously wounded, was a stu¬
dent at Harvard University when the
tinted States entered the. war. lie
was commissioned captain in the Na¬
tional Army, hut later entered the
regulars with the rank of first lieu¬
tenant and was attached to (he 48th
infantry, until recently, when he was
'. ransferred.

Lieutenant Edward J. Sullivan, 104th
Infantry, seriously wounded, is a for¬
mer Xew York policeman, in a letter
recently received by Mrs. Mary -A.
Sullivan, a sister, who is attached as
matron to the office of Deputy Police
Commissioner Ellen A. O'Grady, Lieu¬
tenant Sullivan speaks of the treacherynf the Germans, who first cry "Kam¬
erad!" and then strike from behind.

"I have struck a few of their «le-
ceivers myself," he writes, "and have
treated them accordingly.

Tor asso¬ciation also claims to print a monthly volume, read by thousands of auto-ists, in which they will advertise lost cars.The Bureau of Investigations wrote to a number of lawyers, doctor?,garage keepers and hotels whose names were found in the list of thosegiven by the Motorists Protective Association. We made no particularselection. Our list ran from Maine to California. Here are a few samplereplies :

Lawyers.(1) "Cannot t.rll you on what basis services would be ren¬dered, as I have never had occasion to look into the question."(2) "Beg to state that rny name was used without my authority.I did have call.; from some members of the association, butrrfusod to rentier services until compensated."(3) "Do not understand that we are under obligation to furnishk'tral services free."
(1) "Have never had any dealings with the said association, norhave I represented them"nor any of their members leçallv, there¬fore niy name should bo stricken from the attorneys' list."Doctors--! 1 i "I paid $10 to join and that is the last thai; f have heardof this organisation."
'_) "Have never been called in such cases. Should treat them andcharge them same as anv private patient."Garages < 1 "We believe that our term ha_ expired and wc have notrenewed."
(21 "We make no concessions to anybody. We treat everybodyalike."

Hotels.(1) "We have no special concession to the members of th«-Motorists Protective Association."
(2) "We have not made any arrangements for any concessions asoutlined in your letter."
(3) "We do not make any special concessions to any one."li "We are allowing no concession-, or discounts to members ofthe Motorists Protective Association."
(5) We make no concessions to the members cf the Motorists Protective Association at ¿his hotel."
('3 ) "Our regular rates apply to ::!1 person"."

We requested a copy of the monthly publication from the MotoristsProtective Association and they replied that they do not publish a monthlyperiodical. We asked for a list of their members and were told that theyhad 12.000 members. We then asked for some living in New York and
were told that they liad no members in New York. We asked for a circularshowing their offer of £100 reward for the recovery of a stolen car. Theyshowed us one circular, but it did not contain the offer. When we inquiredabout their lower insurance cost they told us the state authorities did notlet them reduce the cost.

If the. Motorists Protective Association has anything to offer for theprice of a membership which the motorist could not obtain without amembership The Tribune Bureau of Investigations, after a diligent search,has been unable to find it. '

tion of Advertising Managers of Xow York Fapers had adopted TheTribune's policy as their creed. Will you kindly let me. know if theadvertising manager of The Evening Sun is a member? I notice thatthey arc still carrying Nuxated Iron. A. K.

We have no list of the membership of the organization, but we aretold that it includes every New York daily paper. You, perhaps, over¬looked that part of our comment which said that the adoption of thecreed meant little; living up to it is what counts. (See top first columneditorial page, this paper.)

We have investigated several samples of coloring matter&old with oleomargarine and have found none which could not be properlylabelled "harmless."
In these days of saving no housewife need turn up her nose atoleomargarine. It will not only save money to be invested with thegovernment, but it will save butter fat for Europe.

Its membership is open to music lovers, mentmd women, professionals, students and amateurs of good character andstanding. It plans to establish a club, maintain a circulating musi¿library, a rehearsal hall, give free legal advice and optional medical ser¬vice. It also issues a guarantee providing that if you are dissatisfied withyour membership you can get your money back in thirty days. Who willbe responsible for the return of your money in case of dissatisfaction isnot stated.
The moving spirit behind the club is one Clementine de MacchiMr. de Macchi has been a well known professor of singing in this city forthe last fifteen years. He has been better known, however, for hisVa11of securing appearances in Italy for pupils anxious to make a Europeandébut. In 1911 he gained considerable newspaper notoriety thronen a*saitinstituted by Marie Frances Berg, daughter of Louis S. Berg, then presi;dent of the New Orleans, Mobile «v. Chicago Railroad. Miss Berg suedfor $7,-J00, which included $:.!(000 paid tie Macchi, $1.500 for costumeswhich Miss Berg purchased and $_\5Ü0 for money which she claimed ^a?her share of the box office receipts for the performances held. Therehave beeen a number of other suits instituted against Mr. do Macchi amithe companies which he has formed or represented. When a representa¬tive of The Tribune Bureau of Investigations called at Room 82.4 Car¬negie Hall, indicated on the circular as the headquarters of the club, Mr.de Macchi was found, though the name on the door would indicate thatthe room was the studio of another. We did not find the name of eitherde Macchi or the Music Lovers' Club in the building directory, nor werethey known as tenants of the building.In response to the question as to'who was responsible for the organi¬sation expenses, who would be responsible for the expenditure of moneypaid in by club members and who stood behind the "monev-back g-ar-antem, M^-de Macchi said he personally would be responsible.I ho Ad-Visor would suggest that any musician contemplating joi-iio«*the Music Lovers' Club carefully weigh these facts before paving ovttany money.
